Interesting Statistics that Show Very | 
Heavy Increases in the Yield of 
Grain During the Last Six Years 
in Alberta—The Total Yield of, 
Grain for 1909 is Now Estimated to 
Be 36,761,493 Bushels. 


Edmonton.—The provincial depart- 
ment of agricuiture has issued the 
final bulletin upon the crop yield of 
the province for tne year 1909, 

Accoruing to tue report the total 
area under crop last year was 1,242,- | 
644 acres, an iucrease over the previ- | 
ous year of 46 per c.nt.

Spring Wheat—The average for tie) 
whole province was 18.97 per acre, o8 
against 18,81 of 1908, and 18.26 of 1907. 
‘The averages of some previous years, 
when the total acreage was much 
smaller, were higher, yet the good re- 
sult of 1909 b.ings the average of the | 
last twelve years up from 20,19 to! 
20.62, The total y eld obtained was 
53 per cent. over that of 1908. 

The total acreage and yield of the 
spring variety were practically three | 
times as great as those of winter 
wheat notwithstunding the enviable 
reputation which the latter has made 
for_ itself. 

Winter wheat—Although a consider. 
ably increased acreage over the pre- 
vious year was seeded to winter wheat 
yet winter killing  foreed so many 
farmers to plow up their fields that 
the acreage was reduced below that 
of the previous year by 2,789 acres. 
A great deal of that left standing in 
the spring was thin so that although 
usual farmers reaped returns of 50! 
to 60 bushils per acre, yet the average 
yield in almost every district was less 
than in 1908 and for the whole pro- 
vince it stands at 22.63 bushels as 
against 29.47 of the previous year. 

The general high quality of this 

rain has attracted attention on the| 
British market where ‘‘Alberta Red," | 
as the winter wheat is officially 
called, has won a name for itself on 
account of its supeior ~ blending | 
qualities. Each year as the condi- 
tions surrounding ‘its successf 1 
growth are better understood it may 
confidently be expected that better re. ! 
sults will be obtained. The State of 
Kansas, from which “Alberta Red” 
came, under the name of “Turkey” or 
“Turkie Red,” fin 's.the grain has im- 
proved so much in Sunny Alberta 
that large shipments have been made 
for seed purposes to that state. 

Oats—As stated above, late seedirg 
Jed many farmers to sow fields to oats 
hat under more favorable conditions 
would have been seeded to spring 
wheat. The very. fine weather of 
August and September allowed time 
for all crops to ripen perfectly. In 
consequence an immense crop of near. 
ly 25,000,000 bushels of finest quality | 
was securel, This is 65 per cent 
greater than the previous year and 
168 per cent more than in 1907. 

Barley—Although in 1908 this grain 
showed the largest increase in acreage 
over the previous year that it had 
ever made, yet we find that 38 per 
cent more land still was devoted to it 
in 1909 than in that year. The total | 
yield is 41 per cent greater than in| 
1908 and the average of 30.72 bushels | 
is the highest made since 1901, | 


Good Work of the C. P. R. |

80,000 packages of the finest flower 
seeds are being sent out this spring 
by the floral department to the com- | 
pany’s employees who are _ enthusi-| 
astically co-operating with Mr. N, 8. 
Dunlop, the head of the department, 
in his great work. There are thirty- 
two different varieties of seeds, and) 
large parcels containing one of each | 
of them are made up and di ‘tributed | 
amongst the employees all along the 
lines between the Atlantic and_ the} 
Pacific. Different countries—Great | 
Britain, China, Japan, Germany, 
India, South America, Iceland, Rus- | 
sia, California, Holland, Bermuda, | 
ete., are yesrly called upon to pro- | 
vide these seeds, bulbs and shrubs | 
which ornament the lines of the C. P. | 
R. and the department secures the | 
best qualty. At nearly every  sta-| 
tion are to bo seen pretty garden| 
plots and well kept lawns, which are | 
rightening what were once unsightly | 
and uninteresting spots and making 
them places of beauty. It’will not be | 
many years before the C, P. R. will! 
have magnificent flower gardens at its | 
2,000 stations, and the line itself will 
become a Road of Roses.

Statistics on Food Pr'ces of Canada 

Ottawa.—The April number of the 
Labor -Gazette contains further re- 
sults of the’ enqui:y which is being 
considered by the labor department 
into prices and the cost of living. 

The figures given this month deal 
with ‘wholesale prigce of dairy pro- 
ducts and fish. They show that dai y 
producets were, at their lowest in 
1906-7 and highest in 1908 when the 
voneral level was 363 per cent, above 
the average for 1898.9. 

Prices in 1909 were slightly lower 
than in 1908, though eggs Ww. con- 
siderably higher, being 71.5 peljecnt. 
above the average for the last 

Since 1897 the price of eggs has ad- 
vanced approximately 122 per cont. 
In the case of dairv products: gener- 
ally prices have’ advanced 46.6 per 
eent. since 1897. In fish there 
been a similar rise of price, the aver- 
age being 34 per cent. higher in 1909, 
than in the decade 1890-1899. 
lowest year shown is 1892 since when 
prices have advanced 40.8 per cent.

| As Jesus and His disciples walked

sees accused Him and His disciples ea 
law-breakers, evil doers, transgressor., 
It seems horrible that men should ac. 
cuse their Maker, but they were 
blinded by the god of this world, as 
are all today who talk against God 
and His word, and th re are many. 
They pretended to be very zeulous fr 
,the law, so He shid: “Have ye not 
j; not read what David did?” ‘Have ye 
not read in the law?” (Verses 3, 5.) 
Dr. Scofield “says ‘Jesus’ action is 
highly significant.” “What David 
\did” refers to the time of His rejec- 
, tion and persecution by Saul (I Sam. 
| xxi, 6). Jesus here is not so much 
{the rejected Saviour as the rejected 
King—hence the ref:rence to David 
Jesus continually referred. them to 
their own Scriptures: “Have ye never 
read in the Scriptures?’ (Matt. xi, 
16, 42). 

Note that the Lord Jesus had full 
confidence in the authority of Scrip- 
ture, the law, tie prophets and the 
Psalins (Luke xxiv, of, 44). These 
Pharisees professed to believe the 
Scriptures ulso, yet they fulfilled them 
in condemning Him. On one occa- 
sion Jesus asked not only ‘‘What is 
written in the law?’ but ‘How read- 
est thou?” (Luke x, 26.) We do well 
to consider whether we receive the 
;Scriptures as they are in truth the 
| word of God which effectually work- 
eth in them that believe (I Thess. ii 
3). If we are wholly subject to God 
and to His word Jesus will not only 
be our Saviour, but our Lord, whom 
we will delight to ob-y, not in order 
that He may have mercy upon us, 
but because He has had mercy on us 
and we have learned something of 
the meaning of verse 7. 

Even in the synagogue where the

Alfalfa. Produces Bee 


Alfalfa is grown in almost all parts of the Argentine cattl2 country, 
but not to anything like the extent to which it can be grown. = It is 
known that it will grow well for ten years and it is believed a fair stand 
Will be maintained for forty years, if not pastured too close. Modern 
machinery is used in some instances in bailing and stacking this crop. 

A fine illustration of the value of alfalfa is seen in the experience of 
the manager of 55,000 acres of the original alfalfa ranch in the native 
grass when this inan took the place thirteen years ago. The alfalfa had 
much more than doubled the production of the land. Some cattle that 
are fed upon the native grass Jand are shipped to the alfalfa country to 
finish ; at the monthly charge per head of stock, the alfalfa returns 87 
to $9 per acre per year, 

It requires from 1 1-3 to 1 2-8 acres of good alfalfa well cared for 
to support one steer and two sheep. This means 4000 to 4800 cattle and 
twice as many sheep per league of 6672 acres. This seems equivalent to 
a steer per acre, , 

Knowing the greatest increase in yield and remarkable richness of 
alfalfa in protein, the most costly kind of food in a balanced ration, yet 
the wonderful significance of this crop carinot be understood unless it is 
remembered that in the Argentina beef cattle are brought up to the 
highest flesh and finish on grass and alfalfa without grain.

About Comets 


In the last half of the last cen- 
tury 121 comets, including returns, 
penetrated the sphere of the earth’: 
orbit. From this Prof. Pickering 
infers that we should expect to be 
etruck by the core of a visible comet 
once in about 40,000,000 years, 
and by some portion of the head 
once in 4,000,000 years. Since 
comet’s orbits are more thickly dis 
tributed near the ecliptic than in 
other. regions of the sphere, the col 
lisions would occur rather more fre- 
qently than this, but hardly as often 
as once in 2,000,000 years, and 
since it has been estimutel that ani- 
mal life has existed upon the earth 
for about 100,000,000 years, a con- 
siderable number of collisions, per- 
haps as many as fifty, must have 
taken place during that interval, in

dies are co-heiresses to their mother’s 
barony, for it is a peculiarity of Eng- 
lish baronies by writ that primogeni- 
ture among females is ignored. All 
daughters are equal co-heiresses, and 
hot one of them can obtain the title 
until she becomes the sole heiress. 
But this is not all. Mrs, Ross has 
two sons, and Mrs. Wade Palmer has 
two daughters and the barony may re- 
main in abeyance until the descen- 
dants of the original co-heiresses have 
dwindled down to one person. Be- 
cause of this peerages have sometimes 
remained in abeyance for centuries. 
However, the King has a prerogative. 


He can at any time he chooses con- | 


fer the dignity on any one of the co- 
heirs. 

Two peeresses are minors, 
Beaumont and Lady Clifton of Leigh- 
ton Bromswold. The first Baron Beau- 
mont was the grandson of John de 
Brienne, who held the glorious dig- 
nity of King of Jerusalem. After be- 
ing in abeyance for more than 300 
years the barony fell in 1840 to -a 
Yorkshire Roman Catholic gentleman, 
Miles Thomas Stapleton of Carlton. 
His son and successor married a

represented by Lord Fitzwilliam, it 
passed in coursé of time to Henrietta, 
the only child of the fifth baron, when 
she was a child of ten. 

Born during the Commonwealth, 
she fell a ‘victim to the glances of 
the Duke of Monmouth, her rents, her 
jewels and her credit were lovingly 
given to forward his plots for usurp- 
ing the throne. From Henrietta the 
barony passed to an aunt, who was 
succeeded by her granddaughter, Af- 
ter the lapse of more than a century 
it fell again to a baroness, who was 
none other than the widow of Byron. 

Lady Cromartie is the only living 
countess in her own righ’. 
age was first conferred on her griu.d- 
mother, Anne, Duchess of Sutherland, 
mother of the Duke of Sutherland and 
Mistress of the Robes in the ‘70s. Her 
Grace was a descendant of the Mac- 


kenzies, the old Earl of Cromarties, | 


and the inheritor of their estates. At 
her death she was succeeded, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the patent, 
by her-second son. The late Lord Cro- 
martie died when his elder daughter 
was fifteen, and she had to wait two 
years before she was confirmed in the 
title. She married Major Blunt-Mac- 
kenzie, and has a daughter and two 
sons, Viscount Tarbat, the heir, is 
five, p¢ 

When William Amhurst Tyssen-Am- 
herst was raised to the peerage in the 
‘90s, he had no sons but several 
daughters, all accomplished and all 
named Margaret after their mother. 
The eldest of these, who was married 
to Lord William Cecil of the Exeter 
family, was granted special remainder 
fo the barony, and on her father's 
death a few months ago became Lady 
Amherst of Hackney in her own right. 
She has four sons, but no daughters. 
The future succession is limited to 
heirs male.

Archibald. It so happened that In- | 
spector Archibald wes among the 
guests at the head table. The only 
ebvious and gracious thing to do was 
to eppleud, but, though the orator 
artlessly paused to arrange his notes, | 
u' silence. fell upon the gathering 
Then one man bolder than the rest 
clapped his hands, another followed, 
and the whole gathering tendered 
generous applause to the grim Chief 
Inspector of Police. 

The ircicent’ was significant. Jt | 
Suggested the attitude of the man 
on the street towards the guardian of 
Toronto’s morals, of whom it might 
not unfairly be said that he receives 
more spiteful little jabs than any 
other public official of unquestioned 
integrity, hns fewer outspoken de- 
fenders, and less need of them. 

An yet the obvious is far from the | 
fact. The truth is that the Inspector |

is a valuable and conscientious of- 
ficer, and the public knows it. The 
stinging little jibes at the Inspector's 
expense -are the outcome of our 
threadbare national humor. 

It would be quite impossible in any 
Anglo-Saxon eommunity for any man 
to act as censor of public morals with. 
out figuring in comic paragraphs. in 
the pupers, or-the sad-eyed geg of al- 
leged comedians in our music-halls. 
The man in the stréet doesn’t under- 
stand this; he only knows it by in- 
stinct. Because he knows that the In- 
spector is a zealous and incorruptible 
Officer, he always waits for someone 
else to lead the epplduse. 

The history of Inspector Archibald 
is pretty much the history of the To- 
ronto police force «s it is to-day. With 
his 45 years of service, he outstrips 
every man on it, just as-with one 
exception—with his six feet three 
inches, he outstrips them all in 
atature# To-day, with 68 years of life 
upon him, he is still a man to be 
reckoned with in a contest of wits or 


strength.

Toronto, when 
reached it 45 years ago, had a popu- 
fation of 45,000 and a police force of 
45. In addition to 400 licensed liquor 
bars it had a host of unlicensed ones, 
and wes fast cequiring a reputation 
as a “wide-open” town, 

At that time the laws for the pro- 
tection of women and children were 
very lax. A crime punishable by a 
death sentence if committed upon a 
girl over twelve was only a_ misde- 
meanor carrying nominal punishment 
if the victim happened to be a child 
between the ages of ten and twelve. 
For some unmentionab'e offences 
there were no punishments provided 
at all, 

Fortunately, the staff inspector 
found a good friend in the House of 
Commons in the person of the late 
John Charlton,-that champion of the 
oppressed, who secured the passing 
of numerous acts and amendments to 
the Criminal Code. Many of the 
measures on the Ontario statute books 
were also inspired by Inspector Archi- 
bald’s department, including the in- 
dustrial school act, truancy act, neg- 
lected children’s act, liquor license 
act, and acts foF the suppression of 
indecent posters, for preventing the 
sale of tobneco to minors, and for the 
licensing and supervision of children’s 
homes. This latter struck a blow at 
the terrible “baby farms” which at 
one time flourished in Toronto, From 
these acts haye sprung up many 
splendid institutions, of which not 
the least beneficent has been the 
Children’s Court, There,.away from 
the degrading influence of a tfial in a 
public courtroom, over 20,000 juvenile 
delinquents have been dealt with, the 
only persons present being the magis- 
trate, staff inspector, the delinquent 
and his guardian. Where advice and 
warnings fail, or where the child has 
neglectful parents, he is handed over 
to the care of an industrial school or 
the care of the Children’s Aid Society,

The bear came on downhill at the 
same mad gait until he had covered 
half the distance and was not over 
400 yards above us, when he dashed 
into a little thicket of fir bushes and 
disappeared.

WIDELY KNOWN WRITER 


LATE CARROLL RYAN WAS A 
PICTURESQUE FIGURE. 


Soldier, Journalist, Editor and Poet, 
Was Prominent In Montreal Liter. 
ary Circles, Served In the Crimea 
With the Garman Jugers—Was tn 
Press Gallery at Ottawa and Con- 
ducted a Militia Journal. 


By the death of Carroll Ryan in 
Montreal recently, the Liominion loses 
a very picturesque literary and jour- 
nalistic figure, and «a man of remark- 
able parts and a varied career as 4 
soldier, journalist, editor and poet. 
The deceased was “better known at 
the federal capital perhaps than any 
where else in Canada, and during his 
long career there he was exceedingly 
active in political and journalistic 
circles as well as military. 

The late Carroll Ryan wes born in 
Toronto, in 1839, and was the young: 
est son of Thomas Ryan, of Odrone, 
Ireland, who came to Canada in 1818, 
When the Crimean wer broke out our 
subject, then a very young min, join- 
ed the German, Polish and Hungarian 
refugees, who were in the country and 
the United States, und who formed a 
regiment under Col, Bowles and were 
named the Third Jagers, British. 
German Legion. When this corps was

disbanded, in 1857, Mr. Ryan return- 


ed to Canada. He published a book 
shortly after this and entered actively 
on journalistic work in Hamilton for 
a time.

dent and editorial dontributor from 
Ottawa to The Toronto Globe, The 
Hamilton Times, The London Adver- ~ 
tiser, The Halifax Chronicle, The St. 
1 leading 
outside papers. For many years he 
edited The Free Press of Ottawa and 
also for a time The Ottawa Sun, which 
he established. After leaving the 
capital he went to Montreal and edit- 
ed The Herald, The Montreal Post, 
and The Journal of Commerce. Since 
1889 he hed lived in Montreal. 

Among Mr. Ryan’s leading literary 
works are Oscar and Other Poems, 
1857, a brochure on the C.P.R., 1876, 
Songs of the Wanderer, 1867, and Pic. 
ture Poems, 1864, besides many use- 
interest.. In 1870 he 
married Miss Mclvor of Ottawa, who 
died some years ago. He is survived 
by three sons and a daughter, Percy 
C., the well known advocate of Mont- 
real; Alonzo, the artist; Adrian, of 
Cobult, and Miss Ruth Ryan. Mr. 
Ryan’s illness was of brief duration. 
Some two weeks ago he caught a 
cold which rapidly developed. into 

neumgnia, ve to his last illness he 

ad continued his literary work, and 
only a few weeks ago he wrote a very 
interesting article for the memorial 
number of The Ottawa Free Press.
